Public library tax rates set by 
the state, not local board

The eight taxing districts in Casey 
County have submitted their tax rates 
for 2015 to Casey County Fiscal 
Court and they’re set, with the excep¬ 
tion of the Casey County School Dis¬ 
trict that is required by law to hold a 
public hearing concerning its rate. 

But what stands out with the taxing 
district rates for real property and tan¬ 
gible (personal) property rates is the 
discrepancy between the two rates for 
the Casey County Public Library (see 
accompanying rate chart). 

With a real estate rate at 8.7 cents 
per $100 of assessed value on real 
estate and 15.55 cents per $100 of 
assessed value on personal property, 
the library is projected to receive 
$387,197. 

While the other seven districts have 
the same rates for both assessments, 
the question is raised as to why the li¬ 
brary’s personal property rate is much 
higher, almost double. 

“The Property Valuation Admin¬ 
istrator comes up with the valuation 
and it’s sent to the Revenue Cabinet. 
Then the Revenue Cabinet has to cer¬ 
tify that valuation sometime after July 
1. It’s then sent to the state library 
board where the rate is set,” said Terry 
Manuel, Division Director for State 


Library Services in Frankfort. 

Manuel said that the state library 
board uses a formula found in KRS 
132.010, a law set in 1979. 

“The formula was approved by 
the Joint Commission on Taxation 
in 1979 and to the best of my knowl¬ 
edge, it’s not been changed since,” he 
said. 

According to Manuel, the formula 
for setting the personal property rate 
states that the rate for personal prop¬ 
erty has to increase to produce the 
same percentage of increase that’s 
experienced by real property. 

“In Casey County, the personal 
property valuation dropped by almost 
$2 million last year. Now, because it 
dropped, the formula has to increase 
the percentage enough to bring in 
the same amount of increase as real 
property, so that makes the personal 
property rate go up,” he said. 

Manuel said that the county’s net 
growth on real property was almost 
$9 million. And because personal 
property declined by almost $2 mil¬ 
lion, the rate for personal property 
taxation has to increase to bring in the 
same amount of increase as found in 
real property. 

As to why the personal property 
rate went down, Manuel said that few

CCPL submits 
annual report 
and amended 
budget

Each year, public libraries 
across Kentucky are required to 
submit an annual report and online 
survey that is used to collect in¬ 
formation regarding public library 
service throughout the state. 

Each report paints a detailed 
picture of the library as it existed 
on June 30, the last day of the fis¬ 
cal year. 

According to the 2014 Ken¬ 
tucky Annual Report of Public 
Libraries, the total circulation for 
the Casey County Public Library 
was 121,640, up 9 percent from 
the previous year. 

The total number of CCPL pro¬ 
grams amounted to 394, a 7 per¬ 
cent increase, and total program 
attendance was 6,476, with young 
adult attendance up 21 percent. 
Circulation of electronic materials 
rose 62 percent and audiovisual

Supreme 
Court rules 
in 1996 
Casey Co. 
murder

The grandmother of an 
18-year-old Kentucky State 
Police drug informant who 
was murdered in July of 1996 
in Casey County has finally 
found closure with a recent 
Kentucky Supreme Court rul¬ 
ing. 


Virginia 
Gaither, ad¬ 
ministratrix of 
the estate of 
Lebron Gaith¬ 
er, will receive 
$148,787.12 
from the state 
Board of 
Claims. Vir¬ 
ginia, who 
lives in Leba¬ 
non, raised 
LeBron. 

The compensation

comes 

as a result of an Aug. 21 Su¬ 
preme Court ruling in which 
KSP detectives were cited as 
negligent in the way they han¬ 
dled LeBron as a confidential 
drug informant, states the Su¬ 
preme Court ruling. 

Virginia filed a wrongful 
death claim with the Board 
of Claims just after Lebron’s 
death, believing that detec¬ 
tives failed in their duty to 
protect her grandson during 
a drug deal in which he was 
brutally murdered. 

The Board of Claims at 
first awarded Virginia Gaither 
$168,729.90, but a Franklin 
Circuit Court judge later re¬ 
versed the decision. In May 
2012, the Kentucky Court of 
Appeals upheld the decision. 

Virginia then appealed 
that decision to the Supreme 
Court, which was overturned. 


Confidential informant 

As a 17-year-old high school 
student, LeBron was facing 
assault charges when KSP ex¬ 
tended an offer to minimize 
his punishment if he would 
assist their investigation into 
illegal drug activity in Marion 
and Taylor counties. 

Upon his 18th birthday, Le- 
Bron began working with now 
retired KSP Detective Danny 
Burton in making undercover 
drug buys. 

According to the Supreme 
Court ruling, Gaither was de¬ 
scribed as “not sophisticated 
in law enforcement tech¬ 
niques or drug dealing,” and 
as “relying on the KSP detec¬ 
tives, who directed his ac¬ 
tivities, to protect him, within 
reason.” 

LeBron earned more than 
$3,100 in his work as an in¬ 
formant; making drug buys 
while wearing a hidden re¬ 
cording device. 


Grand jury testimony 

Burton took LeBron to 
testify before grand juries in 
Marion and Taylor counties, 
marching him openly through 
courthouses, making no effort 
to conceal his identity, the Su¬ 
preme Court ruling stated. 

The Board of Claims stated 
that these public hallways 
“were full of criminal defen¬ 
dants who were well versed 
and sophisticated in the crimi¬ 
nal on-goings in these two

Public information 
is just that 

“Whenever the people are well-informed, they can be 
trusted with their own government,” so said Thomas Jef¬ 
ferson.

Nothin'like opening day of dove season 


For many people, Labor 
Day represents the last big 
BANG of the year, wrap¬ 
ping up the end of summer 
and ushering in the fall 
season. But for my family, 
it’s the first big BANG of 
the year, and the shot that 
kicks off one of my favor¬ 
ite hunting seasons of the 
year-dove season. 

Unlike deer season, 
where I spend most of my 
time cold and alone nestled 
in the woods or perched 
in a tree, dove season is a 
community hunt, especial¬ 
ly in Preachersville. 

My uncle and cousins 
drive all the way from 
Lynchburg, Virginia to join 
us here in the dove field 
and friends and neighbors 
all gather at our gate, shot¬ 
guns in hand. 

It’s the only day of the 
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year that I can imagine it 
would be normal to see 
20-25 camouflaged figures 
scattered in a large circle 
around the field, all shoot¬ 
ing in the air. 

When I first started dove 
hunting, I spent most of the 
first day blowing through 
shells and wasting shots 
on birds I’d never be able 
to hit. 

After several years of 
hunting, I have learned 
that no matter what type of 
hunting you are doing, pa¬ 
tience is the key. Whether 


you are silently waiting for 
a whitetail to walk by, or 
calling a gobbler in across 
a field, patience will almost 
always put you on the right 
side of a perfect shot. 

My dad has always been 
an excellent shot, especial¬ 
ly when it comes to doves. 

When teaching me the 
basics he always said, 
“Wait until you see the 
grey on their chest. If you 
can see the grey, they’re in 
range.” 

Yesterday was opening 
day and despite my usual 
excitement, I did my best 
to focus on my shot, wait¬ 
ing for the doves to come 
in range. 

Needless to say, after 
only an hour of hunting I 
hit my limit of 15 doves 
and was grinning from ear 
to ear. 


Not long after I had fin¬ 
ished shooting, my boy¬ 
friend bagged his limit as 
well, though a neighbor’s 
dog helped himself to a few 
of his tasty doves. 

As hunters began com¬ 
ing out of the field, a bag 
of doves in hand, we gath¬ 
ered outside the field and 
formed an assembly line to 
clean all of the birds. 

The bird-cleaning part of 
the hunt is almost as enter¬ 
taining as the hunt itself. 
This is the time and place 
where bets are settled, 
shots are exaggerated, and 
‘Oh but next year!’s are 
heard. 

And when next year 
comes and dove season 
rolls around, I’ll be just as 
excited as the year before, 
and my arm will be just as 
sore as it is today.

Savvy Senior 

How to recognize and handle senior gambling problems 


Dear Savvy Senior, 

How can you know when 
someone has a gambling 
problem? Since my fa¬ 
ther passed away a couple 
years ago, my 76-year-old 
mother spends a lot of time 
at an Indian casino near 
her house playing slot ma¬ 
chines. 

Troubled Son 

Dear Troubled, 

It’s a great question. 
Problem gambling among 
seniors is definitely on the 
rise. Seniors have time and 
money on their hands, and 
the influx of casinos across 
the country have made ac¬ 
cess to gambling much 
more convenient. Here’s 
what you should know, 
along with some tips and 
resources that can help 
your mom if she does in¬ 
deed have a problem. 

Problem Gambling 

For most older adults, 
gambling is simply a fun 
recreational activity, but for 
those who become addicted 
to it, it can be a devastating 
disease that can financially 
wipe them out. 

There are a number of 
reasons why seniors can 
be vulnerable to gambling 


problems. For starters, se¬ 
niors are often catered to 
by casinos with free bus 
transportation, free or dis¬ 
counted meals, special re¬ 
wards and other prizes as a 
way to entice them. 

In addition, many seniors 
use gambling as a way to 
distract or escape feelings 
of loneliness, depression, 
sadness, or even a chronic 
health condition. Some 
may have financial prob¬ 
lems they are seeking to 
overcome. And some may 
have cognitive impairment 
that interferes with their 
ability to make sound deci¬ 
sions. 

Adding to the problem 
is that many seniors may 
not understand addiction, 
making them less likely to 
identify a gambling prob¬ 
lem. Or they may be con¬ 
fused or embarrassed that 
they can’t control their urg¬ 
es to gamble and reluctant 
to seek help because they 
think that at their age, they 
should know better. And 
even if they recognize that 
they have a problem, they 
may not know that help is 
available or where to get 
it. 

You should also know 
that while there are many 


gambling options for peo¬ 
ple to get hooked on today, 
casino slot machines are 
far and away the most pop¬ 
ular among seniors. Slot 
machines are much more 
addictive then the old ma¬ 
chines of yesteryear with 
spinning lemons, cherries 
and melons. Many of to¬ 
day’s slot machines offer 
intense sensory stimulation 
with large video screens, 
music and vibrating, ergo¬ 
nomic chairs. 

Find Help 

How can you know if 
your mom has a gambling 
problem? Gamblers Anon¬ 
ymous offers a 20 ques¬ 
tion online test at gam- 
blersanonymous.org that 
your mom can take to help 
determine if she has a prob¬ 
lem. In the meantime, here 
are some questions you can 
ask to help evaluate her 
situation. 

• Is she preoccupied with 
gambling, constantly talk¬ 
ing about it, or planning to 
gamble versus doing her 
normal activities? 

• Is she gambling more 
and more money to get the 
same level of excitement? 

• Is she using her retire¬ 
ment funds or other sav¬ 


ings to gamble, or is she 
pawning or selling per¬ 
sonal items to get money to 
gamble with? 

• Has she lost control to 
the point that she can’t she 
set a limit of time and mon¬ 
ey to spend in the casino, 
and stick to it? 

• Does she become un¬ 
comfortable, angry or lie 
when you ask her about her 
gambling activities? 

If your mom answers yes 
to any of these questions, 
she may have a problem. 
To find help contact the Na¬ 
tional Council on Problem 
Gambling (ncpgambling. 
org), a non-profit organiza¬ 
tion that operates a 24-hour 
national hotline at 800- 
522-4700. They can direct 
you to resources in your 
area, including counsel¬ 
ors who have been trained 
through the National Certi¬ 
fied Gambler Counseling 
Program.

A dog sitter and his wife were attacked and 
seriously injured by a pit bull/Labrador mix 
dog at a Florence apartment. 

“He’s got some pretty serious injuries to 
his arm,” said Florence Police Capt. Tom 
Grau of the male dog sitter. 

The couple was taken to St. Elizabeth Hos¬ 
pital in Florence shortly after the incident. 

Their names and ages were not released. 
The dog sitter told police he was attempting 
to take the dog out for a morning walk when 
he inadvertently startled it by reaching for the 
leash. 

The dog latched onto the man’s arm, biting 
it and his hands several times. 

The man got away, but not before the dog 
bit his wife in the arm when she woke and 
came to his aid. 

He fled to the kitchen and called 911 while 
she locked herself in the bathroom. 

When police arrived, they heard the couple 
yelling for help from inside the apartment. 

At that point, the dog was partially con¬ 
tained by a baby gate in one of the apart¬ 
ment’s hallways. Authorities entered and 
used food to lure the dog into a bathroom. 

They locked the animal inside while they 
tended to the couple’s wounds. 

Boone County animal control of¬ 
ficials removed it from the apartment. 
They have custody of the dog and are trying 
to track down the owner, who lives in New¬ 
port but is out of town on vacation, police 
said. 

Florence does not have a ban on pit bulls, 
but the city does have a vicious dog ordinance 


that requires owners to contain or leash them 
at all times and keep $25,000 insurance poli¬ 
cies, Grau said. 


Attorney General Jack Conway and the 
Medicaid Fraud and Abuse Control Unit re¬ 
cently announced the sentencing of a former 
Consumer Directed Options (CDO) employ¬ 
ee on a charge involving Medicaid fraud. 

On May 30, 2014, 29-year-old Ahmad 
Davis pleaded guilty in Fayette Circuit Court 
to one count of presenting fraudulent claims 
to defraud the state Medicaid program over 
$300, a class D felony. Davis received a one 
year prison sentence, which will be probated 
for three years. He was also ordered to pay 
$ 14,505.36 in restitution to the Kentucky De¬ 
partment for Medicaid Services. 

Davis worked as a CDO employee and 
provided care for a family member in ex¬ 
change for payment from the state Medicaid 
program. The CDO program, which is over¬ 
seen by the Kentucky Department for Aging 
and Independent Living, serves the non-med¬ 
ical home health needs of members of Ken¬ 
tucky’s home and community-based waiver 
programs and allows members to choose 
who provides their non-medical services. 

Davis submitted false timesheets while 
working as a CDO employee and received 
payments from Medicaid for services he did 
not perform, resulting in a financial loss of 
$14,505.36 to the Medicaid program. 

Conway’s Medicaid Fraud and Abuse 
Control Unit and the Cabinet for Health and 
Family Services’ Office of Inspector General 
investigated this case. The case was prosecut¬ 
ed by the Medicaid Fraud and Abuse Control 
Unit in Fayette Circuit Court. 


Despite assurances over 
privacy, some teachers outed 
by social services

Members of the University of Louisville’s 
spirit teams will have to undergo the same 
dmg testing as the rest of the school’s athletes, 
the university said after it was confirmed that 
cheerleader Danielle Cogswell died of a dmg 
overdose. 

U of L sports information director Kenny 
Klein confirmed that the cheerleaders would 
now be subject to the policy. 

Cogswell, 22, died of an overdose of 
heroin, amphetamines and Xanax, Jefferson 
County Coroner Dr. Barbara Weakley-Jones 
said. 

Cogswell was found July 28 in Cardinal 
Towne, an off-campus student housing com¬ 
plex with ties to the university. 

Two days later, Louisville Metro Police 
said they were treating Cogswell’s death as a 
suspected overdose. 

University mles require dmg screening of 
student-athletes in accordance with NCAA 
mles to detect use of banned dmgs, but cheer¬ 
leading is not an NCAA-sponsored sport. 

Spirit team members do go through an an¬ 
nual orientation for new student-athletes that 
includes dmg and alcohol education. 

Cogswell, who was from the Seattle sub¬ 
urb of Sammamish, joined U of L’s program 
last year as a transfer from Arizona State. 

Spirit coach Todd Sharp described her as 
an elite gymnast “in the upper echelon of our 
program.” 

She was on a cheerleading squad in Sam¬ 
mamish that won the Washington state cham¬ 
pionship in 2009, the year before she gradu¬ 
ated from high school. 


During many legal battles over the past 
few years, the Cabinet for Health and Family 
Services has said that protecting children and 
those who report abuse are a top priority. 

Citing privacy issues, the state social ser¬ 
vice system has repeatedly fought giving or 
has heavily redacted information about cases 
where children under the state’s care were 
killed or seriously injured. 

Todd County School System officials say 
the state Department for Community Based 
Services (DCBS) has failed on at least three 
instances recently to protect the identity of 
Todd County teachers or administrators who 
reported abuse. 

According to Todd County Superintendent 
Wayne Benningfield, three parents have ar¬ 
rived on a school campus in the last two years 
who knew exactly who reported suspected 
abuse or neglect to the DCBS central intake. 

“Someone told the parents that it was the 
school district that reported it,” Benningfield 
said. “All three parents had told me that they 
had been told by the cabinet that the school 
had called and reported ... and (the cabinet) 
is investigating because of what the school 
had reported, and that is according to the par¬ 
ents.” 

Benningfield said that on two occasions 
the parents knew the name of the individu¬ 
als who reported the suspected abuse to the 
cabinet. 

That caused a considerable amount 
of conflict, Benningfield said. One par¬ 
ent had to be removed and banned from 
campus, according to Benningfield. 
“If you have a student who knows who report¬ 
ed and are told not to talk to us, then we lose 
that student’s trust and it causes problems,” 
Kelli Templeman, with the Todd County 
Central Family Resource Center said. 


50 cows die when 
semi overturns

A semi tmck driven by Robert J. Book, 
which was hauling 100 cows for Lone Star 
Cattle Company of Hopkinsville, overturned 
at approximately 5:30 a.m. Aug. 28 in a work 
zone for the new Interstate 69/Pennyrile 
ParkwayAVestem Kentucky Parkway inter¬ 
change near mile-marker 35. 

Hopkins County Sheriff’s Office Deputy 
Heath Owens said the accident took place af¬ 
ter the tmck entered the median and lost con¬ 
trol, causing the trailer to roll onto its side. 

The wreck caused major traffic conges¬ 
tion until 11:45 p.m. and resulted in the death 
of 50 cows, several of which had to be “put 
down” at the scene due to broken legs, Ow¬ 
ens said. 

Book was not injured in the accident. 
The HCSO, Kentucky State Police, Hopkins 
County Jail, Mortons Gap and South Hop¬ 
kins volunteer fire departments, additional 
Lone Star Cattle employees and several other 
entities assisted with clean-up and traffic con¬ 
trol at the scene. 


Teacher accused of 
having cocaine delivered 
to her at school

A teacher is accused of having cocaine deliv¬ 
ered to Holmes Middle School in Covington. 

Arin Staples resigned Aug. 15 after being 
questioned by the Dmg Enforcement Adminis¬ 
tration. A Kenton County Grand Jury indicted 
Staples on a felony dmg charge Aug. 28, said 
Rob Sanders, Kenton County Common¬ 
wealth’s attorney. 

“There are multiple instances of her obtain¬ 
ing cocaine ... (and) receiving it from a dmg 
dealer on school property, among other places,” 
Sanders said. 

Staples could face up to five years in prison 
if convicted, he said. The indictment comes 
little more than a week after Quincey Tyus, a 
security assistant at the school, was arrested and 
charged for dmg trafficking. Holmes Middle 
School is part of the Covington Independent 
Public School District. 

Superintendent Alvin Garrison said in a pre¬ 
pared statement the district is reviewing its em¬ 
ployment policies and procedures. 

Garrison said in an email to staff last week 
DEA agents visited the middle school twice 
since classes started Aug. 13. Agents inter¬ 
viewed three employees, he said in the email. 
All of those employees have resigned or been 
suspended, Sanders said. 

Sanders declined to comment about the 
“larger dmg-trafficking organization” the DEA 
is investigating. 

“I can say it is not related to the school, (but) I 
can’t comment on the specifics because it is part 
of an ongoing federal investigation,” he said.

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Local movie theater can't compete Budget 


with free showings at library

After much effort and ex¬ 
pense, a local business has 
overcome many obstacles 
in the past to reinstate its 
presence within the Liberty 
community. 

After the original Ken¬ 
tuckian Theater closed its 
doors in 1970, recent reno¬ 
vations were made and in 
2013, Lights of Liberty 
reopened with an updated 
facility and revitalized busi¬ 
ness vigor. 

Today, a year after re¬ 
opening, theater attendance 
numbers may be suffering 
due to free movie showings 
that are offered by the Casey 
County Public Library. 

What began as an effort 
to provide the community 
with a place to watch mov¬ 
ies, before Lights of Liberty 
was re-opened, the CCPL 
decided to offer free movie 
showings on Saturdays at 1 
p.m. and 4 p.m. 

Though the library has 
eliminated the 4 p.m. movie 
showings, concern about 
the 1 p.m. showings and 
their effect on ticket sales at 
Lights of Liberty remain. 

Jordan Goode, manager 
at Lights of Liberty, said it 
is hard to view the library as 
anything but a competitor at 
this point. 

“If someone wants to 
watch a movie in town on 
Saturday, they can either 
watch it here and pay for 
the ticket, popcorn and ev¬ 
erything or they can go to 
the library at 1 and watch 
a movie for free,” Jordan 
said. 

Although the 4 p.m. show¬ 
ings were removed due to 
the possible conflict, CCPL 
Assistant Director Kathy 
Goode argues that there is 
no competition between the 
theater and the library’s 1 
p.m. showing. 

“We do not play first-run 
movies. We play DVDs,” 
Kathy said. “Unless it’s a 
Disney movie like Frozen, 
our average attendance is 
15 people and most of them 
are children. We do not have 


huge numbers.” 

But from a local business’ 
standpoint, those 15 attend¬ 
ing the library showings are 
15 potential LOL customers 
lost. 

“We’re a private business 
that makes money off of 
people coming in,” Jordan 
said. “By having a theater 
room and showing movies 
for free, people can just wait 
four months and instead of 
spending $40-$50 to take 
their husband or wife, and 
the kids to watch it here, 
they can go watch it at the 
library for free.” 

Family experience 

One of CCPL’s reasons 
for offering free movie 
showings on Saturday is to 
provide the experience for 
families who can’t afford to 
go to the theater. 

“One of our part-time em¬ 
ployees has four children,” 
Kathy said, “She does not 
make enough money to take 
her children to something 
like that.” 

Taking into account the 
average household income 
for Liberty residents, Lights 
of Liberty caters their ticket 
prices to those numbers, and 
by doing so, offers the low¬ 


est prices in the area. 

“We’re half the price of 
the average ticket. I think the 
national average is $9-$10,” 
Jordan said. “We charge $4 
for matinee, $6 for regular 
times, and children and se¬ 
niors are $4 anytime.” 

Still, Kathy Goode says 
the movies they are show¬ 
ing are not in theaters and 
because of the limited se¬ 
lection offered by Lights of 
Liberty, the library gener¬ 
ally shows movies that are 
geared towards families. 

“This weekend they’re 
playing two movies, nei¬ 
ther of which are children’s 
movies,” Kathy said. “This 
week, we have children’s 
movies, and that’s not the 
same audience.” 

Despite the fact that the 
library cannot show movies 
currently in theaters, they 
have the ability to show 
newly released DVDs. 

“The movies they are 
showing are still under a 
year old and brand new on 
the home video market, so 
most people still haven’t 
seen them,” Jordan said. 
“And if you look at our 
numbers here, there’s a 
good chance they didn’t see 
it here.” 


Ticket sales 

Ticket sales are not the 
major source of income for 
Lights of Liberty, according 
to owner Laura Hebrock, 
who said they have to turn 
over 50-65 percent of their 
ticket sales to the movie stu¬ 
dios. 

Instead, the theater makes 
most of its money through 
the sale of concessions, 
such as popcorn and drinks, 
which the CCPL also of¬ 
fers during their free movie 
showings. 

“I don’t know what their 
costs are for popcorn and 
drinks but the lifeblood of a 
theater is concessions,” Jor¬ 
dan said. 

Additionally, the library 
shows DVDs and because 
of that they are not required 
to pay the studio fees. In¬ 
stead, the library pays an 
annual licensing fee of 
around $500. 

“If we were to stop the 
1 o’clock showings, we’d 
have to talk about it at the 
end of the year because 
Friends of the Library have 
already paid this big licens¬ 
ing fee for this year,” Kathy 
said. 

Librarian Jan Banks said if 
Lights of Liberty had come 
to her and asked her to stop 
showing movies, she would 
have stopped that week. 

“We love that place,” 
Kathy said. “We give them 
business by taking our teens 
down there on a regular ba¬ 
sis. But I guarantee you, if 
we shut every movie down 
here; they’re still not going 
to get the business. I hate 
to say that, and it’s nothing 
personal, but for years we 
were the only ‘theater’ in 
town and I still had to beg 
people to come.” 

But now that there is a 
real theater in town once 
more, a conflict of competi¬ 
tion exists between the two 
entities. 

“We’re not saying that 
we want a monopoly on the 
movie business,” Jordan 
said. “But how can we com¬ 
pete with free?”

saw an increase of 7.5 per¬ 
cent. 

The amended budget 
for 2013-14 reports CCPL 
has a total state income of 
$22,595 and a grand total 
income of $674,350. 

Total personnel expendi¬ 
tures amount to $355,579, 
with $258,255 in salaries 
and $97,315 in total ben¬ 
efits. 

The grand total of ex¬ 
penses is $674,350. Of that 
total, expenses of operat¬ 
ing books and materials, 
$53,073; maintenance and 
repair, $12,785; supplies 
and processing, $13,075; 
utilities, $22,625; book¬ 
mobile, $5,800; computer 
and electronics, $12,745; 
administration costs, in¬ 
cluding tuition/continuing 
education, professional 
dues and reserve for over¬ 
ages, $5,391. 

Capital outlay expenses 
total to $151,611, with 
$6,225 in new computer 
equipment and $143,386 
in major maintenance and 
improvement. 

The costs of lost/stolen 
items per year, that are 
never returned, are calcu¬ 
lated into the CCPL budget 
each year. 

“It is basically consid¬ 
ered part of a business,” 
said Jan Banks, District 
Librarian. “A business 
figures shoplifting, dam¬ 
aged goods, and things that 
don’t ever get purchased 
into their budget as part of 
the total picture. So when 
I figure money for materi¬ 
als and books, I know that 
part of that money is going 
to be used to replace some¬ 
thing.” 

Banks said that although 
she cannot give an exact 
amount, they don’t lose 
a lot and in the whole 
scheme of things, people 
are good about bringing 
things back. 

“I’ve never sat down 
and figured ‘we lost this 
many books’,” she said. “It 
is basically built into the 
budget. We have to replace 
things that are lost but we 
have to replace outdated 
materials as well.” 

The greatest portion of 
CCPL funds is spent on 


salaries. 

“We have heard the ru¬ 
mor that anyone can run 
the library and that vol¬ 
unteers should be able to 
do it,” Banks said. “KRS 
171.260 requires certifica¬ 
tion of public librarians 
and other full-time em¬ 
ployees. All employees at 
the Casey County Public 
Library meet or exceed 
requirements and after 
certification all employees 
working 100 hours or more 
per month are required to 
have 100 hours of training 
within 5 years for recertifi¬ 
cation.” 

The library employs the 
following positions with 
their current salaries and 
required education or train¬ 
ing: 

Director, $48,000, B.S., 
teaching degree, Masters 
Degree in Library Science, 
and Professional Librar¬ 
ian Certification from the 
state; Assistant Director, 
$34,000, BS, Masters De¬ 
gree in Library Science 
(2014), and Professional 
Librarian Certificate from 
the state (2014); Bookmo¬ 
bile Librarian, $33,435, 21 
hours of Library Science 
classes and Paraprofes- 
sional Librarian certificate 
from the state; Librarian 
I, $31,000, BS, 21 hours 
of Library Science classes 
and Paraprofessional Li¬ 
brarian Certificate from the 
state; Other full-time Assis¬ 
tant Librarians, $8.50-8.75 
per hour, Paraprofessional 
certification; Senior Cata¬ 
loging Librarian, $19,859, 
BS, teaching degree, Mas¬ 
ters Degree in English, 
Masters Degree in Library 
Science, part-time; part- 
time aids, $7.50-$8.15 per 
hour, AA degrees to high 
school level. 

“This year the greatest 
amount of funds will be 
spent on major roof main¬ 
tenance and repair,” Banks 
said. 

Banks estimates the roof¬ 
ing project will cost around 
$250,000-$300,000. 

The CCPL also has an 
opportunity to apply for a 
$1.5 million grant, which 
will allow the library to 
add a new children’s area 
and a new teen’s area to the 
facility, if granted.

people actually pay the tax. 

“It’s almost totally busi¬ 
nesses that pay that. It actual¬ 
ly impacts very few people,” 
he said. 

According to statute, tan¬ 
gible property is physical 
property that’s moveable 
that has value and utility in 
and of itself such as trade 
tools, fixtures, office equip¬ 
ment, and inventory. 

Exempted from the tax are 
household goods from home 
and crops. 

“In most counties, virtu¬ 
ally every year, the personal 
property rate drops. Busi¬ 
nesses aren’t holding as 
much material as they used 
to,” Manuel said.

Casey cattlemen hear from Alltech and CPC representatives

How do we produce 
better beef? That is the 
question that AllTech rep¬ 
resentative Megan Taylor 
recently asked members of 
the Casey County Cattle¬ 
men’s Association. 

About 50 members at¬ 
tended the meeting held 
at the Casey County High 
School cafeteria on Aug. 
28. 

Will Stallard, UK’s ag¬ 
ricultural specialist for 
Casey County, opened the 
meeting. 

The steak-ribeye sand¬ 
wich dinner was prepared 
by the CCCA and spon¬ 
sored by CPC Commodi¬ 
ties. 

Taylor, shared with local 
cattle producers the ways 
in which feeding the prop¬ 
er combination of mineral 
ingredients can optimize a 
cow-calf operation. 

Traditionally, the pur¬ 
pose of mineral nutrition 
has been viewed solely for 
the purpose of preventing 
deficiencies, but today it 
is believed to provide all 
the tools for optimum pro¬ 
duction and health, Taylor 


said. 

The majority of Alltech’s 
business is in dairy and 
beef. 

“At the end of the day, 
what we do is make prod¬ 
ucts that go into the feed,” 
Taylor said. 

Sel-Plex 

A majority of members 
raised their hands when 
Taylor asked who in the 
room was a cow-calf op¬ 
eration. 

“For a long time we’ve 
been focused on the genetic 
aspects,” Taylor said. “But 
genetics and environment 
go into making healthy 
feed.” 

Alltech describes the 
product Sel-Plex as “se¬ 
lenium in nature’s form,” 
and the year-round answer 
to cattle’s inability to rely 
on inorganic selenium. 

Cattle need selenium to 
maintain productive func¬ 
tion, overall health, and de¬ 
fense against disease. They 
are unable to process the 
mineral’s optimum bene¬ 
fits because inorganic sele¬ 
nium cannot be completely 
stored. 

“We add organic sele¬ 
nium to feed because it has 


the same minerals that are 
present in plants, but in a 
form that cows are better 
able to absorb and utilize,” 
Taylor said. 

Sel-Plex also aims to 
provide optimum selenium 
status at calving times. 

“One of the interesting 
things we’ve discovered is 
that a calf’s primary muscle 
fibers begin forming at 30 
days post conception and 
secondary muscle fibers 
peak at mid-gestation,” 
Taylor said. 

During gestation and the 
beginning of lactation, a 
cow’s minerals are drained, 
and selenium is needed. 

Optimum selenium sta¬ 
tus during weaning and re¬ 
ceiving is yet another goal 
of Alltech’s Sel-Plex main¬ 
tains the selenium levels to 
meet cow and calf needs 
and maintaining healthy 
function needed during 
times of stress. 

“In a 100-head herd, the 
total cost of using inorganic 
minerals is projected to be 
$3,285. By using organic 
mineral with Sel-Plex and 
Bio-Plex, the total cost of 
mineral per year would be 
$4,500, but with a 4 percent 
conception rate increase, 


you will see an additional 
income of $2,000, ” Taylor 
said.

Eric Shaffer spoke on 
behalf of CPC Commodi¬ 
ties, a family farm business 
in Fountain Run, Ky. 

CPC offers a variety of 
feed products and programs 
at competitive prices. 

Shaffer presented infor¬ 
mation regarding the CPC 
Repro Plus Series, which 
includes minerals that are 
specially formulated to 
enhance efficiency in cow- 
calf operations. 

“A lot of people have 
used the Repro Plus Series 
and some of things that they 
saw were stronger calves 
and calving,” Shaffer said. 
“A lot of our salesman pair 
Repro Plus and Beef Mak¬ 
er, using Beef Maker as 
your gestating mineral past 
the breeding season and 60 
days prior to and then go¬ 
ing into the Repro Plus 60 
days prior to calving.” 

Shaffer passed out cou¬ 
pons for $1.50 off per bag 
on CPC Repro Series Min¬ 
erals. 

Wrapping up his presen¬ 
tation, Shaffer reminded 


members to be an advocate 
for their industry. 

“Arm yourself with the 
facts. The American Food 
Production system is the 
safest in the world and pro¬ 
vides 660 million meals 
per day,” he said. 

In other business: 

■ Stallard spoke to mem¬ 
bers about a recent problem 
he encountered when he 
found his first fall calf dead 
after being attacked by a 
black-headed vulture. 

“These are different from 
the typical turkey vulture,” 
Stallard said. “They are 
smaller and more aggres¬ 
sive.” 

Black-headed vultures 
are known to prey on new¬ 
born calves, even while a 
cow is giving birth. They 
are known for pecking the 
eyes out of calves. 

Stallard reminded mem¬ 
bers that the fine for killing 
a black-headed vulture is 
$10,000 and that for a fee 
of $50 they can purchase a 
permit through Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife. 

■ Dave Rings spoke to 
members on behalf of the 
Kentucky Cattlemen’s As¬ 
sociation, who are looking 


into the value of adding an 
additional dollar to cattle 
marketed in the state. 

Currently, whenever a 
beef animal or even bovine 
in general is sold, the state 
takes a dollar for the beef 
promotion. 

“That dollar goes to¬ 
wards marketing, promo¬ 
tions, and several different 
things related to Kentucky 
cattle,” Stallard said. 

The KCA has asked the 
Kentucky State Board of 
Agriculture for approval 
to conduct a statewide ref¬ 
erendum of Ky. beef pro¬ 
ducers on a proposed state 
assessment of an additional 
dollar per head of cattle 
marketed in the state. 

“Every producer in the 
county and state will have 
a vote,” Rings said. “Vot¬ 
ing will be open for the 
next 60 days. You can vote 
at the Casey County Exten¬ 
sion Office.” 

Rings said he would be 
back to give a presentation 
before the voting window 
closes.

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Man accepts deal on rape charge in circuit court

A man charged with sec¬ 
ond-degree rape, mentally 
incapacitated by intoxicating 
substance, has agreed to ac¬ 
cept a lesser charge. 

Eric Luttrell appeared be¬ 
fore Casey Circuit Judge Judy 
D. Vance on Aug. 18. 

A Casey County grand 
jury indicted Eric W. Luttrell 
for his alleged role on Nov. 
3-4, 2013 in having sexual 
intercourse with an unnamed 
female under the age of 14. 

However, because of 
Luttrell’s role in testifying 
against Cody Owens, who 
court records indicate was a 
co-defendant, Luttrell’s sen¬ 
tence was reduced to unlaw¬ 
ful transaction with a minor. 
Owens pleaded guilty to sec¬ 
ond-degree rape and was sen¬ 
tenced to six years in prison. 


The Commonwealth rec¬ 
ommends that Luttrell serve 
three years in prison, probated 
for five years. Final sentenc¬ 
ing is set for Sept. 22. 

Also on Aug. 18: 

■ Barry D. Mills was sen¬ 
tenced to three years in prison, 
probated for three years on 
a charge of first offense traf¬ 
ficking in marijuana 8 ounces 
to less than five pounds; first 
offense, cultivate marijuana 
less than five plants, and 
tampering with physical evi¬ 
dence. 

■ Jeremy D. Wilson 
pleaded guilty to receiving 
stolen property and first of¬ 
fense criminal possession of a 
forged prescription, with sen¬ 
tencing set for Sept. 22.

■ Loria Ann Pruitt pleaded 
guilty to first-degree first of¬ 


fense possession of a con¬ 
trolled substance, meth; and 
unlawful possession of a 
meth precursor; sentencing is 
Oct. 13. 

■ Travis D. Taylor was 
found guilty on charges of 
burglary, second-degree 
criminal mischief, second- 
degree theft by unlawful tak¬ 
ing, and second-degree per¬ 
sistent felony offender. The 
jmy fixed his punishment at 
15 years, with sentencing set 
for Oct. 13. 

■ Kari Tamsen Hogue was 
sentenced to five years in pris¬ 
on, with probation denied.

■ Stefanie R. Bryant 
pleaded guilty to attempt/ob¬ 
tain controlled substance by 
fraud/false statement/forgery, 
with sentencing set for Oct. 
13. 

■ Sunshine Novak plead¬ 
ed guilty to unlawful posses¬ 
sion of a meth precursor, with 
sentencing scheduled for Oct. 
13. 

■ Scotty Young pleaded 
guilty to third-degree bur¬ 
glary, two counts of persistent 
felony offender, and theft by 
unlawful taking $10,000 or 
more but under $1 million. 
Sentencing is Oct. 13. 


Supreme Court 
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small counties.. .clearly com¬ 
promising Gaither’s identity 
as an informant.” 

However, Burton’s actions 
were understandable, as offi¬ 
cers feared that Gaither might 
change his testimony in later 
court proceedings. 

According to Barry Ber¬ 
tram, a retired Taylor County 
Commonwealth’s Attorney, 
officers often presented an in¬ 
formant’s testimony to grand 
juries without having the in¬ 
formant appear in person. 

“A snitch would change 
their story when you come 
to trial. Some snitch would 
make a buy and be in trouble 
with the law but when it came 
time for trial, if it wasn’t 
worked out and he had to 
testify he’d kind of back up 
and say, ‘I’m not sure he’s the 
one I bought from or not. If 
he waffled, you’d have a not 
guilty verdict,” Bertram said. 

'Buy/bust' 

Gaither had implicated 
Derek Noel before the Taylor 
County grand jury and unbe¬ 
knownst to Gaither or KSP 
officers, Mary Ann Esarey, 
a grand juror, tipped Noel 
off that LeBron had testified 
against him before the grand 
jury. 

Esarey, convicted of 
first-degree wanton endan- 
germent, complicity to re¬ 
taliating against a witness, 


and first-degree peijury for 
her role in LeBron’s death, 
served 10 years in prison and 
was released in 2007. 

On the day after LeBron 
testified against Noel, Bur¬ 
ton and two other KSP de¬ 
tectives, Tim Simpson and 
James Antle, set up another 
buy between LeBron and 
Noel. 

The transaction was to 
be a “buy/bust,” where offi¬ 
cers would listen to the buy 
and then move in and arrest 
Noel. 

LeBron, wired with a re¬ 
corder, and given $400 in 
marked bills, was to meet 
Noel in a grocery store park¬ 
ing lot in Campbellsville. 

Officers told LeBron not to 
get into Noel’s car, and gave 
him words to say if he felt he 
was in danger. LeBron was 
told officers would act if any¬ 
thing went wrong. 

However, LeBron got 
into the car and Noel drove 
to a house, leaving LeBron 
in the car. Officers chose to 
stay hidden from the vehicle, 
thinking they would listen to 
the “wire” and then be able to 
follow the car. 

However, the detectives 
lost contact with the car when 
it left the residence and would 
leam later that night that Le¬ 
Bron had been tortured and 
murdered. 


Casey County 

Noel, along with 


four 


other men, drove LeBron to 
a secluded field just off Bass 
Ridge, on the Taylor Casey 
County line. 

Knowing that LeBron had 
testified against him, Noel 
searched Lebron and found 
the recording device. Noel 
then shot and killed LeBron, 
leaving him in the field, next 
to a shed. 

According to police re¬ 
ports, Noel went back to 
Campbellsville where he got 
his girlfriend, Katina Brock¬ 
man and a friend, James Ad¬ 
cock, and took them back to 
the scene of the murder, brag¬ 
ging that he had “taken care” 
ofLeBron. 

Because LeBron was a 
large man, Noel used a chain 
to drag him down to the edge 
of the woods, where he left 
the body. 

AKSP trooper later stopped 
Noel’s car in Campbellsville 
and questioned him about 
LeBron’s whereabouts. 

Officers were able to build 
a case based on Brockman’s 
and Adcock’s testimony 
of hearing Noel say that he 
killed LeBron. 

Noel, arrested that day and 
charged with murder, was 
convicted of the crime by a 
Casey County jury and was 
sentenced to life in prison 
with the possibility of parole 
after 25 years, which he be¬ 
gan serving in February of 
1997. He will be eligible for 
parole in July 2021. 


Opposes parole 

Shawn Gaither, LeBron’s 
older brother, declined com¬ 
ment about the case on the 
advice of Dan Taylor, the 
family’s attorney. 

He did say that he had seen 
previous media reports that 
characterized his brother as a 
“special ed” student. 

“He was not a special ed 
student, I will tell you that. I 
know he didn’t like school. 
He hated school. It was just 
not his thing but that doesn’t 
make him special ed.” 

As to opposing Noel being 
released on parole in less than 
seven years, Gaither said that 
he was against the state set¬ 
ting him free. 

“I’m sure that would be a 
family thing. If and when that 
does take place, I would defi¬ 
nitely do my best to try and 
prevent that,” he said. 

Placing blame 

In its ruling, the Supreme 
Court stated that “the rel¬ 
evant conduct of the KSP 
officers under review was 
performed within the scope 
of their employment as state 
police officers.” 

Further, the court stated 
that it agreed that “the deci¬ 
sion to have Gaither testify 
before the grand juries of 
Taylor and Marion counties 
was a discretionary matter.” 

However, the court was

Despite a commanding 
final score, a Rebel victory 
was not easily earned. 

“We got some calls 
early on that didn’t go our 
way,” said Marple. “They 
got down to our goal line 
twice and we had to make 
two goal line stands. Col¬ 
lin Miller got a touchdown 
called back. It wasn’t the 
easiest one ever.” 

It was nearly the end 
of the half before the first 
points were on the score 
board. Quarterback Breece 
Hayes connected with Isa¬ 


iah Phillips for a 36-yard 
touchdown pass and Luke

time score 7-0. 

Casey’s momentum 


built in the third quarter, 
when Hayes connected for 
a second touchdown pass 


to Patterson, who scored 
from 9 yards out. 

The Rebels put up their 
final points just before time 
expired in the third. Hayes 
pushed the ball over into 
the end zone after a suc¬ 
cessful drive to Taylor’s 
one-yard line. Micco Ran- 
dell ran in the two-point 
conversion for Casey’s fi¬ 
nal points. 

“Taylor did some things 
that really hurt us early,” 
Marple said. “I thought we 
did a great job as a coach¬ 
ing staff as the game went 
on.” 

Casey’s defensive ef¬ 
fort was strong, totaling 92 
tackles with Jaylan Waddle 
leading the charge with 
17. 

“Defensively, we did 
some really good things. 
Coach (Bryan) Cross was a 
really big help in that,” said 
Marple. “We got (Waddle) 
off the field some on of¬ 
fense and moved him to a 
different spot on defense.” 

Marple was also pleased 
with Jacob Wilson’s per¬ 
formance, who had 13 
tackles. He also compli¬ 
mented the play of fresh¬ 
men Collin Allen and Aus¬ 


tin Campbell. 

“I want to give props 
to the middle school and 
what they’re doing because 
those are good kids coming 
in. It makes a difference.” 

Numbers are playing a 
role in Casey’s improve¬ 
ment as well.
